Lake Valley on July 24, 184T,andim 
mediately founded the Oily of Salt Lake 
The main body of Mo.mont deserted 
Nauvoo in the apring ot 1848, arriving at 
Salt Lake at the beginning of autumn In 
1850 the country occupied by the Mormons 
was organized by congress into a territory 
under the name ul Utah, after the trib* of 
Indiana who were the original occupants, 
and whose till* wat purohaaed by tba 
Mormon church, and Brigham Young waa 
appointed governor by 1'ieaident Killraore 
District judges were alto appointed by tbt 
federal government, but tbe Murmons 
drove idem out of the territory in 1851. 
The president then suspended Brigliam 
Young from the office of guveruor, 
Colonel Strptoe, of the regular army, 
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officiala beenme frequent, until in the 
spring of 1857, after the accession of Mr. 
Buchanan to the presideucy.who appointed 
Hon. Alexander C.immings governor of 
Utah, and ordered Col. Albert Sidney 
Johnston, with a force of li.oOO men, to 
repair lo Salt Lake, with instructions to 
maintain the new governor in hit position 
and authority, and secure obedience lo the 
federal laws by force of arma if neceasary.
